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GRADUATION 
REQUIREMENTS 


Three  routes  have  been  established  to  recognize 
achievement  at  the  senior  high  school  level:  the 
General  High  School  Diploma,  the  Advanced 
High  School  Diploma,  and  the  Certificate  of 
Achievement.  The  Integrated  Occupational 
Program  route,  which  leads  to  the  Certificate  of 
Achievement,  offers  opportunity  for  students  to 
transfer  to  the  General  High  School  Diploma 
route. 

Transitional  arrangements  for  the  General  and 
Advanced  High  School  Diplomas  during  1988-89 
and  1989-90  are  outlined  in  Appendices  A,  B,  C 
andD. 

GENERAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 
DIPLOMA 

A  General  High  School  Diploma  will  be  awarded 
to  a  student  who  holds  100  program  credits.  The 
allocation  of  credits,  the  eligibility  of  courses, 
and  other  conditions  for  graduation  are  outlined 
in  Chart  No.  2,  page  5. 


ADVANCED  HIGH  SCHOOL 
DIPLOMA 

The  Advanced  High  School  Diploma  requires 
100  program  credits.  The  allocation  of  credits, 
the  eligibility  of  courses,  and  other  conditions 
for  graduation  are  outlined  in  Chart  No.  3,  page 
6. 


CERTIFICATE  OF  ACHIEVEMENT 

The  Integrated  Occupational  Program  (IOP) 
will  be  introduced  at  the  Grade  8  and  9  levels  in 
1989-90  and  at  the  Grade  10  level  in  1990-91. 
This  program  is  designed  for  students  who 
continue  to  experience  difficulty  in  learning  and 
who  would  normally  be  unable  to  achieve  a 
General  High  School  Diploma.  Completion  of 
the  program  culminates  in  a  Certificate  of 
Achievement  which  will  be  awarded  to  students 
who  complete  a  minimum  of  80  credits  as 
outlined  in  Chart  No.  4,  page  7. 

Provisions  for  transfer  from  the  Integrated 
Occupational  Program  to  the  General  High 
School  Diploma  Program  are  outlined  on  page 
11. 


POST-SECONDARY  ENTRANCE 

Through  the  careful  selection  of  courses,  a 
student  may  qualify  for  post-secondary  entrance 
by  following  either  the  General  High  School 
Diploma  or  the  Advanced  High  School  Diploma 
route.  Students  are  advised  to  contact  the  post- 
secondary  institutions  to  ascertain  their 
entrance  requirements,  which  may  vary  among 
institutions  and  faculties  and  may  be  dependent 
upon  course  selection  rather  than  upon  a 
diploma.

CHANGES  IN  PROGRAM 
REQUIREMENTS 

Changes  have  been  made  to  the  senior  high 
school  program  and  diploma  requirements. 
Chart  No.  1,  page  4,  provides  an  overview  of 
current  and  new  requirements. 

1.  The  pass  standard  is  50  percent. 

2.  The  changes  in  the  graduation 
requirements  for  the  General  High 
School  Diploma  will  be  phased  in  over 
two  years  as  follows:

Students  may  use 
Science  14,  Biology  10,  Chemistry  10, 
Physics  10,  Science  24,  Biology  20, 
Chemistry  20,  Physics  20,  Biology  30, 
Chemistry  30,  or  Physics  30. 


The  changes  in  the  graduation 
requirements  for  the  Advanced  High 
School  Diploma  will  be  phased  in  over 
three  years  as  follows:

•  Three  credits  in  Physical  Education. 

•  Three  credits  in  Career  and  Life 
Management. 

•  Ten  credits  in  Category  C.  (See 
Appendix  E,  page  17,  for  eligible 
course  sequences.) 

1990-91 

•  Fifteen  credits  in  Science.  Students 
may  use  Science  10-20-30,  Biology  20- 
30,  Chemistry  20-30  and  Physics  20- 
30. 

Students  registered  in  Grades  11  or  12  in 
September  1988  will  follow  the  present 
diploma  requirements  for  graduation. 

Should  circumstances  prevent  these 
Grades  11  or  12  students  from  completing 
the  graduation  requirements  by  1990,  they 
will  be  granted  a  reasonable  period  to 
complete  non-diploma  examination  course 
requirements.  Any  deficiencies  in  diploma 
examination  courses  shall  require  the 
writing  of  diploma  examinations  that  may 
reflect  new  program  content.

DEVELOPMENT 


The  implementation  schedule  for  new  and  revised 
senior  high  school  programs  is  outlined  in  Chart  No. 
5,  page  12.  These  programs  are  being  revised  to 
reflect  the  principles  and  directional  statements 
presented  in  the  government's  policy  statement, 
Secondary  Education  in  Alberta  (1985). 

A  summary  of  the  senior  high  course  organization 
and  changes  to  the  curriculum  follows.  Many  of  the 
revised  course  outlines  are  available  from  the 
Curriculum  Design  Branch  for  review  and  response. 

CAREER  AND  LIFE  MANAGEMENT 

Career  and  Life  Management  20,  for  three  credits, 
will  be  a  requirement  for  the  General  High  School 
Diploma,  the  Advanced  High  School  Diploma  and 
the  Certificate  of  Achievement  for  students  who 
enter  Grade  10  in  1988-89.  The  course  is  now 
available  for  implementation.  The  content  may  be 
extended  to  four  or  five  credits  through  the  addition 
of  optional,  one-credit  modules  (entrepreneurship, 
human  sexuality,  dealing  with  crises,  consumer  and 
investment  choices  and  cultural  bridges). 

Although  Career  and  Life  Management  20  is 
required  for  students  entering  Grade  10  in  1988-89, 
it  is  anticipated  that  most  students  will  take  CALM 
as  a  20-level  course  in  the  1989-90  school  term. 

An  interim  curriculum  guide  and  teacher  resource 
manual  are  available.  A  manual  to  assist  school 
administrators,  counsellors  and  teachers  to 
implement  the  program  will  be  distributed  in  March 
1988.  A  series  of  inservice  videotapes  will  be 
broadcast  weekly  by  ACCESS  NETWORK, 
commencing  April  20  at  5:00  p.m.  School  systems 
are  encouraged  to  tape  and  integrate  these  video 
broadcasts  within  local  workshops.  A  workshop 
leaders'  guide  is  available. 


SOCIAL  STUDIES 

Social  Studies  13-23-33  is  a  course  sequence  which 
will  accommodate  students  whose  learning  needs 
are  not  adequately  met  by  the  present  Social  Studies 
10-20-30  sequence.  The  13-23-33  sequence  will 
maintain  the  same  emphasis  on  effective 
citizenship,  critical  thinking,  and  social 
responsibility.  Social  Studies  13-23-33  will  be 
differentiated  on  the  basis  of  student  outcomes, 
learning  resources  and  complexity  of  content. 

Both  course  sequences  will  be  based  on  an 
understanding  of  history,  economics,  geography, 
and  other  social  sciences,  multiculturalism  and 
Canadian  content  and  the  interrelatedness  of  the 
world.  They  will  be  designed  to  accommodate 
transfer  from  one  sequence  to  another.  A  draft  scope 
and  sequence  for  Social  Studies  10-20-30  and  13-23- 
33  was  distributed  to  all  high  schools  for  review, 
along  with  the  proposed  program  of  studies  for 
Social  Studies  10  and  13,  in  December  1987.  A 
series  of  inservice  videotapes  are  in  development  to 
assist  with  the  implementation  of  the  social  studies 
program.

The  role  and  purpose  of  the  social  science  courses 
will  be  reviewed  in  1988-89.  Social  sciences  will  not 
be  accepted  as  substitutes  for  social  studies  credit 
requirements  for  the  General  High  School  Diploma, 
the  Advanced  High  School  Diploma,  or  the 
Certificate  of  Achievement. 

SCIENCE 

Science  10-20-30  and  Science  14-24  programs  are 
being  developed  to  promote  understanding  of  basic 
scientific  concepts  and  their  application  to  the 
world.  Senior  high  school  students  must  complete 
either  Science  10  or  14  for  a  General  High  School 
Diploma.  Science  10  is  required  for  an  Advanced 
High  School  Diploma. 

The  Science  10-20-30  sequence  will  address  the 
needs  of  students  who  do  not  wish  to  study  a  specific 
science  discipline  (biology,  chemistry,  physics) 
and/or  do  not  need  such  courses  for  entrance  into 
some  post-secondary  faculties  or  programs. 

Biology  10,  Chemistry  10  and  Physics  10  will  be 
discontinued  in  1990-91  when  Science  10  is 
implemented.  Science  14-24  will  be  available  in 
1989-90.  The  Science  14  course  will  replace  the 
present  Science  11  course  in  1989-90. 

Draft  programs  of  studies  for  Science  10-20-30  and 
Science  14-24  have  been  distributed  to  all  high 
schools  and  post-secondary  institutions  for  review. 
Draft  programs  of  studies  for  Biology  20-30, 
Chemistry  20-30  and  Physics  20-30  will  be 
distributed  in  1989.

MATHEMATICS 

The  current  Mathematics  10-20-30  and  13-23-33 
sequences  will  be  retained  with  an  increase  in 
emphasis  on  the  development  of  problem-solving 
skills,  the  use  of  technology  to  enhance 
mathematical  concepts  and  relationships,  and 
practical  applications.  Mathematics  31  will  be 
retained  for  students  who  require  more  advanced 
preparation  for  entrance  into  selected  post- 
secondary  faculties  and  programs.  The 
Mathematics  14-24  sequence  will  concentrate  on 
developing  fundamental  mathematics  skills  and 
their  application  in  consumer,  technical  and  service 
contexts. 

Draft  programs  of  studies  for  Mathematics  10-20-30 
and  13-23-33  have  been  distributed  to  all  high 
schools  and  post-secondary  institutions  for  review. 
The  draft  program  of  studies  for  Mathematics  14-24 
will  be  distributed  in  the  spring  of  1988.

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INTEGRATED  OCCUPATIONAL 

PROGRAM 

The  Certificate  of  Achievement  will  be  awarded  to 
students  who  achieve  a  minimum  of  27  credits  in 
core  courses,  40  credits  in  occupational  courses,  and 
13  unspecified  credits. 

The  eight  occupational  families  (agribusiness, 
business  and  office  operations,  creative  arts, 
construction  and  fabrication,  natural  resources, 
personal  and  public  services,  tourism  and 
hospitality,  transportation)  consist  of  course 
sequences  that  reinforce  and  maintain  basic  skills 
and  knowledge  covered  in  the  core  courses  and,  at 
the  same  time,  prepare  students  for  entry-level  job 
opportunities  in  various  trade  and  service  areas. 

NOTE:  Although  core  courses  in  the  Integrated 
Occupational  Program  are  designated  as  three- 
credit  courses,  schools  are  encouraged  to 
provide  more  instructional  time  than  would 
normally  be  given  to  a  three-credit  course  if  this 
will  help  to  ensure  student  success. 

Some  students  in  the  Integrated  Occupational 
Program  may  wish  to  transfer  to  the  General  High 
School  Diploma  Program.  Should  this  transfer 
occur,  one  36-level  course  from  any  occupational 
family  may  be  applied  as  one  of  the  Grade  12  course 
requirements  for  the  General  High  School  Diploma. 
Normally,  within  the  senior  high  school  Integrated 
Occupational  Program,  transfer  would  occur 
following  completion  of  Grade  11.  These  students 
would  likely  need  to  spend  an  additional  year  in 
high  school  in  order  to  complete  the  General  High 
School  Diploma  requirements.  Figure  6  indicates 
the  recommended  transfer  pattern  to  the  General 
High  School  Diploma  Program  following  completion 
of  Grade  11  in  the  Integrated  Occupational 
Program.
